a reporter of the Kansas City Star at 
the Coates House.

Mr. Logan, who left Missouri when 


he was a boy, says the farmers of Tex- 
as are beginning to raise a variety of 
crops, and cotton no longer Is king. 
Under the varied crop system the farm- 
ers are getting rich. 


"Cotton is late in Texas this season," 


said Mr. Logan, "but there will be a 
big crop. The most serious question 
that confronts the cotton raisers of 
Texas is the boll weevil, a small insect 
that attacks and destroys the cotton 
blooms. Nothing has yet been discov- 
ered that will exterminate the boll 
weevils or check their ravages. They 
came into Texas from the south, and it 
is said they travel northward at the 
rate of about seventy miles a year. 
They constitute a serious menace to 
cotton growing in Texas, but it has re- 
sulted that their presence is not an un- 
mixed evil. The Texans had planted 
cotton year after year, and they strug- 
gled along to make both ends meet 
When their cotton crops began to be 
destroyed they were compelled to turn 
-to other crops, and they began planting 
corn, various cereals and to go into 
truck farming.

VAGARIES OF WHISTLER 


Stories of the American Artist's 


Eccentricities. 


ALWAYS WANTED TO BE UNIQUE, 


Once AVIsIied to Have a Ttaniiom 


Made of Gorareous Design—How He 
Prepared For a Party Breakfast at 
a Famous Artist's Houne—One of 
Hl« FittUlne Experienced—Xovcl Re- 
ply to a Millionaire. 


Many contradictory traits blended in 


that strange personality, the late James 
A. MacXeill Whistler, the eminent 
American artist, are preserved in the 
anecdotes which will be known to pos- 
terity as the Whistler stories, says the 
New York Herald. 


Whistler was inordinately vain, yet 


the things which he did were in a 
measure due to his peculiar philosophy 
of life. Those who knew him best and 
liked him maintain that beneath all 
that he did the painter who gloried in 
"the gentle art of making enemies" Lad 
a sound basis of reason. His leading 
appetency was a desire to be unique. 


"I'm going over to London," said he 


once to William M. Chase, "and there 
I shall have a hansom made. It shall 
have a white bod}', yellow wheels, and 
I'll have it lined with canary colored 
satin. I'll petition the cit3' to let me 
carry one lamp on it, and on tbe lamp 
there ^rill be a white plume. I shall 
then be the ouly one." 


One of the affectations of Whistler 


was his apparent failure to recognize 
persons with whuui lie had been on the 
most friendly terms. An American art- 
ist once met the impressionist in Ven- 
ice, where they spent several months 
together painting, and he was invited 
to call on Whistler i£ he should go to 
Paris. The painter remembered tlie in- 
vitation. The door of the Paris studio 
was opened by Whistler himself. A 
cold stare was the ouly reply to the 
visitor's effusive greeting. 


"Why, Mr. Whistler," cried the paint- 


er, ."you surely haven't forgotten those 
days in Venice when you borrowed my 
colors and we painted together!" 


"I never saw you before in all my
